Nikola Petkov, the leader of 
Bulgaria’s recently auppressed 
cppusition party, the Agrarian 
Union, who was sentenced to 


death on a charge of trenson |. 


_[| Inst month, was hanged in the 


Centra} Prison, Sofia, this 
morning, it waa officially an- 
nounced today. 

The sentence was carried ‘out 
in the presence of the Prosecu- 


tor-General of the Sofin Region- 


al Tribunal, after a commission 
of the Bulgarian Ministry of 
Justice had submitted a report 
saying there was no reason 
for the country's ‘President to 
commute the sentence. 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman said Inter that the 
news of Petkov'r execution was 
so grave that a statement on 
it could only be framed by the 
Forcign Secretary, Mr. Ernest, 
Bevin himaelf. 

It is one of the first matters 
Mr. Bevin is expected to .give 
his attention to on his return 
today from the Paris plenary 
session of the conference on 
the Marshall plan for aid to 
Europe. 

The executijon of the former 
Rulgarian opposition leader, 
Nikola Petkov, was described 
as “judicial murder,” in a 
statement issued today by 
Lord Vansittart, the former 
permanent Under Seeretary -in 
the British Foreign Offica, Mr. 
Clement Davies, the leader af 
the -Parilamentary Liberal 
Party, and Mr. Raymond 
Blackburn, a Labcur Member 
of Parliament. . = 

“The judicial murder of Pet- 
kov,” the statement — said, 
“shows the gleny resemblance 
between M. Dimitrov (the 
Prime Minister of Bulgaria), 
like Communist dictators in 
general, and ‘Hitler and Goer- 
ing, like Fascist dictators . in 
general. 

“Let us learn the lesson that 


there must be no’ appeasement |" 


of Communism and that we 
must never again invite ag- 
gression by being weak. On 
the contrary, we must be strong 
and recolute in our defence of 
freedom and the rule of law.”
